Ottawa — The: “Ottawa Eevening 
Journal”. has the following: ‘editorial 
which is good reading, for automo- 
bile drivers all over the ‘country : 

This ‘is the season’ of.the year 
when statistics begin to appear. 
Among them.will be those dealing 
with automobile accidents, and it 
will probably be found that the rail- 
way level! crossing’ is still the most 
favored location for traffic Mishaps 
‘of: varying degrees of seriousness. 
This time of the year’ may ‘also be a 
favorable one for considering the 
matter of accidents at railway 
crossing, easecially in this locality. 
Ottawa has a number of railway 
crossings, although not more than 
the average Canadian city Auto- 
mobile accidents frequently happen 
at, these crossings, and they are 
usually caused through negligence 
on the part of car drivers. An obli- 
gation to use reasonable care rests 
upon all users of. the highway, 
whether they walk, drive a wagon 
or drive a motor car. Most people 
do exercise that care, the more cau- 
tious ones even being wise enough 
to stop, look and listen. But there 
are others who do not. Official rec- 
ords of accidents at the railway 
crossings in Ottawa prove this be- 
yond doubt. There are actually on 
record cases where men have driven 


’ their cars into trains at a standstill

on_a crossing. 

Here is an illuminating case. On 
December 18th an engine was going 
towards Bank street on the railway 
tracks with four cars and a crew. 
When approaching Booth § strect 
crossing the whistle was sounded 
and the bell was rung automatically. 
A motor car, to quote the official re- 
port, “coming at about 80 miles an 
hour attempted to cross in front of 
the engine. Brakeman Little, who 
was riding on the front footboard, 
gave the engineer the signal to stop 
and he applied the brakes in emer- 
gency. The automobile stopped 
right in the middle of the crossing 
and the engine came up against it 
and pushed it a few inches, leaving 
a small scratch on the car. Tho 
driver would not give his name, but 
drove off, remarking, 'Oh, to h— 
with it.’” That is not all. Automo- 
bile accidents have hanpened on city 
crossings which are protected by 
watchmen or in other ways. From 
November ‘9 ‘to 27, 1922, on. the 
crossings at Booth (corner Britan- 
nia), Queen and Main streets, there 
were ten instances, four of which 
were on one way, of local car drivers 
disregarding stop sig'ials:or getting 
on to the tracks with the gates down. 
To most persons this sort of reck- 
lessness is almost incomprehensible, 
and seems to warrant the raost dras- 
tic reprisal measures. A driver who 
disregards a watchman’s signal de- 
serves the strongest condemnation. 
To prevent accidents, it is essential 
that motor-drivers should co-opcraie 
with the railway officials. The 
great majority may be depended 
upon to do this. And the drawing 
of attention to the foregoing facts 
‘may induce the minority to think a

-RHEIMS 


There is probably no structure in 
all the war-devastated. area about 
: Which so much hasbeen written as 
The: des-|~ 
;truction wrought by the German 
. shells has been: described”so vividly; 
‘and so. many pictures and prints of 
! the ruined edifice have been scattered 
throughout. Europe and America, that 
most people have a correct idea of 
the famous cathedral. .But there is 
something for us to think about. Al- 
though many -buildings in Rheims 
were completely destroyed, the 
cathedral, which from the first was 
the target for the German gunners, 
and which was subjected to weeks of 
continuous fire, though woefully dam- 
aged, still stands. Hundreds of shells 
fell within it, but it is In little more 
danger of falling now than-it was on 
the day when the first shell struck it. 

The secret lies in the way it was 
built. The: building of a cathedral 
was the chief event in the history of 
a town. The monks, who preserved 
the arts even. down through the Mid- 
dle Ages, outlined the plans for the 
building, and every person in the|. 
community shared in the actual work. 
Following the general plans, each 
man worked out his own ideas’ and 
made his own contribution to the 
structure. The stonemason, the car-: 
penter, the worker. in brass’ and in 
bronze, the general artisan, did each’ 
the best work of which ‘he was cap 
able. The work was never hurried; 
it sometimes required two or three’ 
centuries to complete a catffedral: ’ 

Underlying the whole’ enterprise 
was the thought that they were build- 
ing for God, and that there must be 
no-imperfection in what was built for 
Him. The laying of -axstone in the 
wall was as important in His sight as | 
carving the Coronation of the Virgin 
above the door. Hight centuries lat- 
er when the‘test came,’the cathedral 
at Rheims, though exposed to a gun- 
fire that would have demolished a 
modern skyscraper almost instantly. |

FARMING KNOWLEDGE 


In the outcry from the rural districts, 
particularly Western Canada, against 
hard times for. the farmer, emphasis 
is put on evils the farmer cannot con- 
trol. Some of these evils exist, says 
the Toronto Mail and Empire, but 
analysis of farming problems by agri- 
cultural experts also reveals that 
there'can be a lot of improvements in 
many farmers’ methods and business 
capacity. 

‘Perth County, for instance, is one 
of Ontario’s finest mixed farming 
districts. A short course in dairying, 
animal husbandry, stock judging, 
feeds and feeding, etc., has brought 
together a large class of farmers’ sons 
ffrom four townships of Perth. A 
questionaire revealed that 25 per 
cent. had attended High school, and 
60 percent. had obtained High school 
entrance. Some of the other informa- 
tion was illuminating: 


Number Imowing financial turn- 
over of, farm for the past year—0. 


Number knowing what corn crop 
cost .per acre—0. 


Number knowing ration of» half- 
grown hog—0. 

Number knowing consumption of 
hay on their farm—0. 


Number knowing pounds of meal 
fed a milking cow—5 percent. 

Number having autos other than 
Fords—50 percent. 


Under present price conditions, 
agriculture can pay its way only by 
being as efficient as most urban in- 
dustries have to be. Costs have to 
be studied closely in detail, with no 
hit-or-miss guessing. Marketing prob- 
lems have to be carefully considered. 
The farmers of this Province made 
money when economic conditions were 
leaner than they are now, but they 
spént little time in frivolity. The 
war inflation and {ts lessons in pleas- 
ureseeking, easy-going methods, and 
profits on any sort of management, 
spoiled people in city and country 
alike. The disabilities of agricuiture 
at present should be a challenge to 
find the leaks. 


COMMON-SENSE IN 
“PROVINCIAL POLITICS 


Until the Farmers’ Party made its 
appearance at the last general elec- 
tion provincial politics in Alberta 
had been practically a contest between 
the Liberal and Conservative parties. 
Throughout that time no really vital 
political. principles divided the par- 
ties. It was impossible to say what 


were the essential points of distinction 
‘between them. 
test usually took the form of disputes’ 


In practice the con- 


over single issues, which were ques- 
tions. of business expediency rather 
than of political principle, or of. per- 
sonalities of a perfectly useless and 
often’ unsavory character. In the ab- 
sence of any solid and enduring 
ground of dispute the spoils of office 
became ‘the goal of political activity, 
and the hunt for scandals concerning 
the opposing party became the means 
of attaining that goal. Candidates 
were adopted by the opposing parties 
because they were good party men 
rather than because of any other 
qualities. They were opposed not on 
their merits ‘but simply because of 
their party labels. The advent of 
the Farmers’: Party, a well-organized, 
strictly disciplined body, did not seem 
likely at first to improve matters, as 
the party candidate got the individual 
farmer’s support because he was the 
party candidate and for no_ other 
reason. 

This is not a healthy state of mat- 
ters. Lf provineial pelities need par- 
ties at all—-and it is very doubtful 
if they do so—they certainly do not 
need parties artificially formed along 
the lines of the parties engaged in 
Dominion politics, in which there do 
exist certain comparatively clear and 
enduring issues such as the tariff or 
imperial relations. There was a cer- 
tain amount of apprehension when the 
Farmers’ party came into power that 
its action would bring into existence 
a sharp division between the agricul- 
tural and the urban sections of the 
people, but so far, at any rate, the 
Farmers’ Government ‘thas shown no 
sign of an undue desire to indulge in 
merely class legislation. It has, in 
fact, risked, and possibly incurred 
considerable loss of popularity 
amongst farmers generally by failing 
to pass legislation for the particular 
benefit of its chief supporters. The 
rest of the public might well note this 
fact and put it to the credit of the 
present, government. ‘Perhaps the 
‘only question before ithe public at 
present which involves a serious prin- 


ciple, is that of prohibition, which 
cuts right across existing party 
lines. 


‘Has not the ieamé come to get rid of 


these antiquated and useless party 
distinctions in provincial politics? 
Ought not provincial politics to be 


treated as a ‘mere matter of ordinary 
business management? Should not 
our members be selected, not for 
their membership of any particu- 
lar organization, but for their ability 
to grasp clearly and express intelli- 
gibly the business necessities of the 
people? A flood of various legisla- 
tion is not needed. It is a moot ques- 
tion’ if we have not too much legis- 
lation already; if there are not too 
many restrictions, Hcenses, inspec- 
tions and registrations to take into 
account {in our everyday life. It is a 
further question whether the mem- 
bership of‘ our provincial legislature 
might not be reduced in numbers 
without any reduction in efficiency 
and with a reduction in expense. The 
question of distances involved in en- 
larged constituencies might be got 
over by improved organization for 
keeping the member in touch by cor- 
respondence with local needs and 
wishes. If this involved an increased 
intrest. and participation in public 
affairs by individuals, it would be all 
to the good. 

There is another innovation which 
might well be introduced into our 
political life, both provincial and 
dominion. Everybody who has taken 
any interest in politics is familiar 
with the type of political speech 
made at meetings. The candidate, or 
his supporters, delivers an address in 
which the merits of his own and his 
party’s political programme are set 
forth in terms of unquestioned and 
superlative approval. No shadow of 
doubt as to their efficiency is admit- 
ted. No possible existence of anoth- 
er side to the question is allowed. No 
attempt is made at a balancing of 
pros. and cons. The speakers treat 
their audience as an advocate treats 
a jury—as something to be persuaded, 
bullied or cajoled into giving a ver- 
dict for his client irrespective of the 
real merits of the case. In the case 
of a jury, however, there is a judge to 
sum up the evidence and weigh the 
opposing arguments in order to assist 
the jury to arrive at a just verdict. 

Why should not the electors have a 
similar advantage? Why should not 
meetings be held at which men of 
impartial temper and without strong 
party affillations or personal political 
ambitions should try to state the 
current questions full, fairly and from 
every standpoint in the manner of a 
judge’s summing up to a jury? Would 
not the result be a better grasp of 
those questions by the electors? 
Would not the introduction of such 
a practice tend also to the creation 
of a spirit of unbiassed consideration 


some merit none theless; to. a better 
general temper..in all: things where 
public action is needed? 

It may be suggested that men of 
the required judicial. political témper 
do not exist, ‘but; we are, not inclined 
to agree with this despairing opinion. 
We think that they ‘do exist, and that, 
too, in*.not: small) numbers. That} 
they make Jess noise than the parti-|° 
sans and do not so eagerly put them- 
selves forward ‘is-regrettable but ‘does 
not disprove their existence. 


It has been the boast of the British | . 


race. that. it*has a: genius for political 
compromise by which politica conflict 
is avoided and’ political harmony is 
assured. -It has been the curse of cer- 
tain other races that they have been 
wholly unable ‘to avoid internal strife, 
that their parliaments have been 
habitually scenes of turmoil and up- 
roar, in which debdte speedily de- 
generated into riot and actual phys- 
ical conflict. Anything which may 
possibly help to maintain that laud- 
able British trait is -worth at least 
consideration.

WHAT ABOUT THE 
ARMENIANS? 


The theme ‘was one to challenge the 
interest of the civilized world, but 
the audiencathat met in the Methodist 
Church last Frfday evening showed 
that the ‘theme hasn’t yet roused our 
interest in Red Deer.

The Rev. Dr. Crummy, as President 
of the ministerial association, was 
chairman, and in his introduction of 
the speaker referred to the theme as 
one of the darkest chapters in the 
world’s history.

Dog Grand Prix Race 
and a Buffalo Barbacue, will be the 
programme ‘of: the Banff Winter Car- 
nival, which will take place from Feb- 
ruary 24th to March Sth. These add- 
ed to the fact that the Trimble-Murfin 
Motion Picture: Production Company 
thas placed its outfit of one hundred 
husky dogs, seventeen molice dogs, in- 
clusive of the famous film dog, Strong- 
heart, and his bride-to-be, Julie, and 
several packs of ;wolves, at the -dis- 
posal of the Carnival committee, will 
make this event one of the most 
unique and interesting that has ever 
been chronicled in the history of 
Canadian winter sports. Nature, too, 


Jas taken a master hand in preparing 


a marvellous. setting for the Carnival. 
Banff, the great national playground. 
set like some exquisite jewel in a 
coronet of towering mountains, to 
Many is more attractive than ever in 
her winter garb of dazzling snow, Wil- 
liam Faversham, the famous actor, 
who visited Banff last week, remark- 
ed: “I’ve ‘been in the Alps and 
Pyrenees, but I have never seen any- 
thing that can compare with Banff in 
winter beauty. The people of Cana- 
da should make marvellous Banff the 
St. Moritz of America.” At ithe foot 
of the famous toboggan slide on tun- 
nel mountain an ice palace with 
glistening towers and irredescent arch 
has ‘been completed, and during Car- 
nival week this will be ablaze with 
vari-colored lights and the centre of 
a nightly display of fireworks. Work 
has been begun on the five-mile tri- 
angular race course on beautiful Lake

be run. This event will be unique in 
the history of long distance dog rac- 
ing, as the dogs will be in sight in 
every stage of the continuous one: 
hundred mile race. It is expected 
that owing to the smoothness of this 
course, and the fact that the entrants 
of this race include seven of the most 
famous dog teams in the world from 
The ‘Pas, “Manitoba, that world’s 
records wil} ‘be beaten. The teams 
entered include four of the winning 
teams of the 1922 and 1923 races and 
three “runners-up” from The Pas, 
these proceeding to Banff immediate- 
ly after The Pas races. The Grand 
Prix will be divided in four prizes, as 
follows: First, one thousand dollars; 
second, seven hundred and fifty; 
third, three hundred, and last two 
hundred and fifty. 

‘On March 3rd, Laurence Trimble, 
director and tutor of ‘Strongheart, will 
give an exhibition of that dog’s mar- 
vellous intelligence along with that of 
“Julie,” and seventeen other police 
dogs, all carnival visitors being asked 
to attend. Invitations have been sent 
by wire to a number of famous writ- 
ers and editors, and already the Car- 
nival committee has received ‘accept- 
ances from the following: Arthur S. 
Hoffman, editor Adventure; Charles 
Peters, of Life; Talbot Mundy, a well- 
known magazine writer, ang Albert 
Britt, editor of Outing. ‘Negotiations 
are under way with four or five 
ladies’ teams to compete for the 
world’s championship lady hockey 
team cup, donated by the Alpine Club 
of Canada, and it is expected that 
lady teams from Calgary, Fernie, Ed- 
monton, Camrose, and the Amazons 
of Vancouver, who won the cup- at 
last year’s Carnival, will enter the 
competition, the games being played 
Carnival week.

SUPREME COURT 


The two remaining cases before the 
Supreme Court last ‘WeeR were as 
follows :* 


Rex v. Oakes 


This case was a charge of perjury 
arising out of the trial and conviction 
of Oakes at Innisfail last August’ by 
J.P.s| McArthur and tLauder_ for 
stealing wire to the value of $5.50. 
The Crown alleged that some of the 
evidence then given by Oakes was 
perjured. 

The Crown called as a_ witness 
McArthur, ‘one of the J.P.s who tried 
thft case. In the course of cross- 
examination by Mr. J. K. Paul, coun- 
sel for the accused, it was suggested 
that there was bias on the part of 
the J.P.s who tried the theft case and 
Mr. Justice ‘McCarthy indicated that 
he thought the sentence then impos- 
ed—30 days’ imprisonment—followed 
by the present charge for perjury, 
pointed to something of the kind. The 
witness replied that he had nothing 
to do with the present charge, and 
Mr. Quigg, counse? for the Crown, 
categorically denied any ‘bias on the 
part of the Crown authorities, and 
urged ‘that perjury was perjury 
whether it concerned matters of great 
or small value. Sergt. Broadribb, of 
the A.P.P., who took down the evi- 
dence at the magistrate’s trial, was 
also a witness for the Crown. In 
cross-examination it was suggested 
that as he ‘had not put down the 
questions asked at the trial, but only 
the answers in narrative form, the 
record was incomplete. The Judge 
took ithe view that it was out of the 
question to demand that expert re- 
porters should be employed to take 
evidence at all such trials. 

Other witnesses of the Crown were 
called 'to swear to the purchase by the 
accused of certain wire aboyt the 
time ‘of his Itrial and to identify the 
wire in count, but they were obliged 
to admit the practical impossibility 
of saying that the wire sold was the 
actual roll subsequently seized by the 
Police and would only say that it was 
similar to it. 

No evidence was called for the 
defence. In his argument, Mir. Paul 
urged that ‘the J.P.'s had no jurisdic- 
tion to try the theft charge, as they 
had no evidence that the value of the 
property stolen was under $10.00, and 
that therefore the proceedings before 
them were u nullity, and no charge of 
perjury under the panticular section 
of the code would lie; he further

At the close of 
the ‘case, the jury, after some hesi-- 
tation, found, the accused not: guilty. 
Mr. Crosby, of Crosby & Colpitts, con- 
ducted the case for the Crown.

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BRILLIANT RECITAL 


By Four Pupils of Mme. 
. LeSaunier 


The dull monontony of this season, 
so far as musical activities are con- 
cerned, was broken on Friday evening, 
January 26, when Mme. LeSaunier 
presented four very talented pupils in 
recital. This occasion had been looked 
forward td by many with a great deal 
of interest and enthusiasm, and they 
Were not disappointed. 

Little Janice M¢Dowell, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. ‘I’. R. McDowell, only five 
years old, made Her debut. She is a 
wonderful child, innately musical, and 
her unaffected mannerisms captivated 
Her wee hands produc- 
ed a very delicate touch and proved 
her keen insight into the musical value. 
Seven numbers in all were faultlessly 
played, and for an encore she repeated 
“The Little Chicken,” Seeboeck. 

Miss Mary Smith, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Donald Smith, who is but 
eight, had six selections on the pro- 
gramme, but unfortunately from the 
outset was at a great disadvantage by 
the position she was obliged to occupy 
at the keyboard: in order to employ the 
pedal she h&d to sit too low, conse- 
quently she could not feel at ease. In 
spite of this her playing was remark- 
ably fine, characterized by clear un- 
derstanding and _ expressive’ quality, 
very noticeable in Heller’s “Curious 
Story,” and Franklyn’s “In Dewy Gar- 
dens” (for the left hand alone). The 
first part of the: programme was_ en- 
tirely taken up by these two clever 
children, a feat in itself well worthy 
of distinction. 

The second part of the programme 
opened with “Ecossaises” Beethoven- 
Busoni, and “Scherzo E Minor,” Men- 
delssohn, played by Miss Frances 
Simpson. Miss Simpson was heard in 
public a year or two ago when her 
playing created much interest. Now, 
it is supremely brilliant and distin- 
guished by superb illustrations of vir- 
tuosity. Four years ago: this young 
lady received her first training—in an- 
other four years she will occupy a 
position in the foremost rank of musi- 
cians if she continues her studies. A 
group of five selections was also given, 
the outstanding numbers “Etude Arab- 
esque,” Lack, and ‘‘Phalenes,” Philipp, 
were fashioned with great skill and 
delicate coloring. That delightful and 
refreshing “Sous Bois,” Sinding, was 
rendered as an encore. Frances is a 
very gifted and clever young artist. 

.Miss Zelma Moyes contributed the 
balance of the recital. It has been our 
pleasure to hear this talented musician 
on former occasions, but never to such 
advantage. Her playing has rare in- 
dividual charm. Her tone is clear, re- 
sonant and expressive, with ample 
technic, and she reveals poetic temper- 
ament of great refinement and style. 
These qualities are but the expression 
in music of the young artist’s char- 
acter. Beethoven's “Sonata Opus 26” 
(with variations) was conspicuous in 
its masterful rendering and caressing 
legato; “Berceuse,” Chopin’ and “May 
Night,” Palmgren, were given’ with 
fine feeling. The popular and invigor- 
ating “Juba Danoe”’ was her’ encore 
number and_ concluded an inspiring 
exhibition of pianistic art.

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ALBERTA NATURAL 
HISTORY SOCIETY 


January 26 saw a good start for the 
new year in the business of the Natural 
History Society. There were seventeen 
present, which is an unusually good 
number of local members. 

Correspondence was concerned main- 
ly with the matter of Dominion pro- 
tection for the Gaetz Lake Bird Sanc- 
tuary. This is being arranged satis- 
factorily. There was also a long letter 
from the Ottawa Field Naturalists’ 
Club regarding a proposed exhibit of 
Natural History photographs. 

The principal business of the even- 
ing was a paper by Mr. G. C. S. Crosby 
on “Sur Farming.” This was listened 
to closely by all present, and followed 
by a very instructive discussion. Mr. 
Crosby was thanked warmly for his 
really interesting paper. 

It is hoped that one of the Profes- 
sors from the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, can be secured for the Feb- 
ruary ‘meeting. 


Mr. Crosby’s Paper 


The following is a synopsis of Mr. 
Crosby’s paper:— 

Fur farming is a very new industry 
in Canada, but has been so successful, 
and has resulted in the making of so 
many fortunes that it is rapidly de- 
veloping and spreading. The chief rea- 
sons for this great success are four, 
namely: 1—After the breeding stock 
has been purchased, in a fur farm, 
there is very little further capital ex- 
pense; 2—The fur value of the domes- 
ticated fur-bearer is much greater than 
that of the wild animal, owing to its 
being killed at its prime, with better 
facilities for skinning and curing; 3— 
The increase in the use of automobiles, 
and the modern tendency to a more 

‘ outdoor life, have made the use of fur 
clothing much more general; 4—The 
supply of wild fur is steadily decreas- 
ing, owing to more deadly weapons, 
the opening up of the country, with a 
consequent decrease in area of really 
wild haunts and adequate cover, and 
the extermination of mischievous 
spocies, such as the coyote, wolf and 
fox. ~ 

The price of pelts is increasing at an 
accelerating rate. The following is a 
table cf percentages of increase for the 
decade from 1911 to 1921:— 

” Fox, silver, 300%; fox, red, 245%; 
fox, cross, 125%; fox, blue, 100%; fox, 
white, 350%; fisher, 430%; skunk, 
150%; lynx, 200%; sea otter, 240%; 
pine marten, 680%; mink, 300%; musk- 

rat, 230%; land otter, 80%. 

Experiments have been made _ with 
foxes, karakule sheep, skunk, mink, 
racoon, fisher, beaver, muskrat, pine 
martens, otter, and the ordinary black 
domestic cat. | The industry has its 
headquarters in Prince Edward Island, 
but it is rapidly spreading westward, 
and in the.last few years has become 
established in Alberta. The only ani- 
maly' that are well beyond the experi- 
mnontal atase ara the fox and tha 

<j te 
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karakule sheep. Fox farming Was tried 
unsuccessfully in Prince Edward Island 
about thirty-five years ago. Success- 
ful ranches. were ‘started in Nova 
Scotia and P.E.I, about 1905 and 1906, 
and a big boom started, everybody 
putting all the money they could scrape 
together into fox farming. One P.E.L. 
lawyer lent out over $300,000 in one 
year, and the price of breeding stock 
soared from $500 to $25,000 per pair. 


Early failures were caused by lack 
of good fencing material; - quartering 
of the foxes together:in one -pen, in- 
stead of each pair separately; and 
jack of sufficient capital to spend on 
experiments. Another point was that 
foxes were wrongly fed. The fox is not 
purely carnivorous, but omnivorous, 
and should be fed accordingly. Yet 
another was the practice of over- 
clearing the land: the fox is a shy ani- 
mal, and should be left plenty of cover 
to be made comforthble. Also, the 
timber will prevent drifting of snow, 
which injures the fur and in extreme 
cases will even allow the foxes to walk 
away over the fertce. A fox farm should 
be surrounded by a double fence, and 
nowadays it is advisable to have a fine 
system of burglar alarims. 

The matter of correct crossing is still 
in the experimental stage. ‘It is’ known 
that (a) silver parents always produce 
silver pups; (b) red parents, generally 
Produce red pups, but occasionally a 
cross or silver pup; (c) cross parents 
generally produce cross pups; (d) 
silver and red parents produce red 
pups, with blacker markings than the 
red parents: these are known as bast- 
ard pups; (e) a bastard parent mated 
with a silver parent produces a litter 
averaging 50 per cent silver and 50 per 
cent red; (f) bastard red parents pro- 
duce about three red foxes to one 
silver. i 

A rather difficult problem is that of 
marking the‘foxes for identification, 
without injuring the fur. Breeding 
stock are marked by cutting a one inch 
ring off the fur of the tail. 

Beside the red fox and its variations, 
farmed in Canada, the polar blue or 
white fox is farmed very largely in 
Alaska. However, its fur does not 
command so high a price. The most 
valuable of the northern foxes is the 
Northern Silver Grey, which is too sav- 
age to be kept in captivity. 

The only other fur animal whose 
farming is really past the experimental 
stage is the Karakule Sheep, which 
produces a very good imitation of 
Astrachan or Persian Lamb fur. The 
greatest drawback is the extreme diffi- 
culty of securing breeding stock, owing 
to recent hostilities, the economic con- 
ditions of Western Asia, the remote- 
ness of the districts where the animals 
are found, difficulties of transportation, 
and stringent quarantine laws. There 
is a large karakule sheep farm at Bed- 
dington, near Calgary. ; 

Of the other animals mentioned, the 
farming of which 1s still in the experi- 
mental stage, mink culture is probably 
the one most advanced. It has been 
found that mink are very fond of the 
English sparrow.

Skunk farming has been 
found unsuccessful on a small scale, 
but quite successfyl on a large scale. 
Curiously enough, a skunk farm is 
about as free of odor as any fur farm, 
and more so than most. They do not: 
vent their protective scent unless 
handled roughly or violently alarmed, 
and are unable to do so if picked up by 
the tail. Muskrat and beaver are not 
farmed,'in the ordinary sense, but 
merely protected in a reserve, and un- 
der these conditions increase xapidly.
